Once Hollywood's

After the Nazi news broke, “Her 
Majesty’s legs gave way and she 
crumpled into a seat in her Bucking- 
ham Palace office,” says an insider. 
“The blood seemed to drain from her 
face. She was struggling for breath. 

“It was a good 45 minutes before 
she began to regain her strength. 
Everyone was very alarmed. 

“But as weakened as she is, 
Elizabeth is now focused on clear- 
ing her name before she hands the 
Throne to Prince William and Kate.”

2012 segment that Lauer threw 
Curry “under the bus.”

Camilla, 68, revealed 
her evil plan as the 89- 
year-old ruler tried to 
muster the strength 
to thwart this new threat 
to the Crown.

“She fought 
against them during 
World War II as a mem- 
ber of the Auxiliary 
Territorial Service.

The stunning picture 
was taken from film 
shot in 1933. It shows 
her Nazi-loving uncle, 
Edward VIII - who became 
King - teaching his nieces, 
Elizabeth and Margaret, 
the Nazi salute. The Queen 
Mother is also seen saluting 
alongside her daughters. 

The image was taken 
just as Hitler was rising to 
power in Germany, six 
years before the outbreak 
of World War II. 

Friends and Buckingham 
Palace historians have 
jumped to defend the Queen 
and protest her innocence. 
Royal biographer Andrew 
Morton declares, “To sug- 
gest that a girl of 7 was a Nazi 
sympathizer is too ludicrous for 
words.”

on the Balmoral estate in the 
Scottish Highlands. 

Edward was accused of being 
a sympathizer when he gave a 
Nazi salute to Hitler during 
a 12-day vacation in Munich, 
Germany, in 1937. 

As GLOBE revealed in the 
March 23, 2015, issue, his Nazi 
sympathies intensified after his 
abdication, when he became 
extremely close to Hitler, call- 
ing him “a very great man.” 

Says one Internet poster, “At 
least Wallis Simpson was good 
for something, she did her part to 
get Edward VIII off the Throne!” 

Only heaping more stress on 
Queen Elizabeth is an explosive 
TV documentary. Prince Philip: 
The Plot to Make a King, which 
explores the Royal Family’s ties 
to Nazis. 


The documentary exposes the 
intense controversy triggered 
by her 1947 marriage 
to Prince Philip, now 
94, because of his fam- 
ily’s links to the Nazi 
party. 

Philip’s older sister, 
Sophie, admits in a 
previously unpub- 
lished memoir she 
entertained Hitler 
and his hated hench- 
man Hermann 
Goering in 1932, 
shortly before they 
rose to power. 

Sophie even confesses she 
joined the Nazi Women’s Aux- 
iliary! And three of Philip’s 
sisters married high-ranking 
Nazi military officers, includ- 
ing an SS colonel. 

Now, sources say, despite 
her fragile health. Queen 
Elizabeth is turning her full 
attention to reclaim the pub- 
lic’s admiration and approval. 

Says GLOBE’S insider, “The 
Queen has an incredibly keen 
sense of duty to the people of 
Great Britain.

If Elvis had undergone 
treatment for his chronic 
constipation 

mended by personal 
physician George “Dr. Nick” 
Nichopoulos, he wouldn’t 
have suffered the fatal heart 
attack that left him face- 
down on his bathroom floor. 

Presley actually died 
from the exertion of trying 
to make a bowel movement 
through his distended and 
blocked colon, the post- 
mortem shows, revealing 
his intestines were full of 
“grey chalk-like material.” 

The strain triggered a 
heart attack, say experts. 

“It was because of his 
bowel problem that he 
died,” says Dr. Nick, who 
adds that he tried to ar- 
range colostomy surgery 
for Elvis at the University 
of Memphis, but the singer’s 
“ego” got in the way. 

“He would have lost 
part of his colon and may 
have ended up needing a 
colostomy bag. But if he’d 
agreed to the colostomy 
then, he might still be 
today.” 

Amazingly, the full post-mortem 
report on The King’s Aug. 16, 1977, 
death at age 42 has never been

released. But in a gripping TV docu- 


mentary, world-renowned 
forensic pathologist Dr. 
Richard Shepherd - who 
had access to Presley’s 
secret autopsy files - 
blows apart the widely 
held belief the superstar 
died from an overdose of 
prescription pills. 

Shepherd, who served 
as an expert witness at 
Princess Diana’s inquest, 
says the report called Elvis 
a “ticking time bomb” due 
to multiple health ailments. 

“From the medical 
I have seen, Elvis was 
suffering from obesity, high 
cholesterol and coronary heart 
disease,” Shepherd declares on the 
Reelz TV series. Autopsy: The Last 
Hours of Elvis Presley.

before he collapsed. Had the 
problem been a drug over- 
dose, the Love Me Tender 
legend would have slumped 
next to the toilet, Shepherd 
points out. 

Instead, he attributes Pres- 
ley’s death to a fatal change 
in his body as he strained to 
relieve himself. 

In the documentary, Dan 
Warlick, a former chief medi- 
cal investigator who worked 
on Elvis’ autopsy, says, “He 
had some clay in (his colon), 
and it would have taken some 
significant medical interven- 
tion to clear that out.” 

Explains Shepherd, “He 
would have raised the pres- 
sure within his abdomen 
and within his chest, and 
this would have resulted in a 
known physiological change 
called the Valsalva maneuver. 
The pressure increases and it 
reduces the blood returning 
to the heart... and the chances 
of an abnormal cardiac event 
are greatly increased. 

“Straining to go to the toilet 
...caused his heart to fail at 
that moment, and he col- 
lapsed and died.”

In addition, he points out that 
Presley “had a painful eye con- 
dition called glaucoma and his 
liver was twice the normal size.” 

More importantly. Shepherd 
notes the autopsy at Memphis’ 
Baptist Memorial Hospital 
showed the rocker’s heart was 
dangerously enlarged, weighing 
18.3 ounces - six ounces more 
than normal! 

Cause of death 

Although authorities an- 
nounced Elvis’ death was due to 
cardiac arrhythmia, the secrecy 
surrounding the full autopsy re- 
sults and Elvis’ known abuse of 
prescription pills sparked the 
widely held belief that he fell 
victim to a cocktail of drugs. 

But in 1994, the autopsy 
was reopened and coroner 
Dr. Joseph Davis ruled out drugs 
as the cause of death. “Every- 
thing points to a sudden, violent 
heart attack,” he concluded. 

Although the toxicology re- 


ports showed there were nine 
different prescription medica- 
tions in Elvis’ body, including 
strong sedatives and powerful 
painkillers, experts, including 
Shepherd, insist the singer’s 
end “was not directly related to 
drugs.” Instead, the sheer weight 
of his heart indicated “he was 
going to suffer a cardiac event.” 

Shepherd adds, “There were 


so many things wrong with 
Elvis that he was on the cusp 
of collapsing and dying at any 
moment.” 

Shepherd reveals the position 
of Elvis’ body in the bathroom 
when he was found by fiancee 
Ginger Alden helps prove he had 
a heart issue just before he died. 

Elvis had taken at least two full 
steps away from the commode

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his home prior to the accident. 

The tragedy is all the more 
devastating because the dead 
and injured girls “did the right 
thing,” one law-enforcement 
source says. “They did what you 


want them to do. They hired a 
driver. This way, they could 
go out and have a good time 
without putting other people 
at risk.” 

The party was leaving Vine- 


yard 48 in Cutchogue when 
disaster struck. Though Romeo 
tried to brake, his red pickup 
slammed into the limo at such 
speed, it nearly cut the car 
in half. Broken glass and 


Grabina, 23, died in the twisted 
metal.

car parts were scattered 
across the road and the force 
of the impact tossed the pas- 
sengers around like rag dolls, 
cops say. 

“We saw bodies hanging out 


the left side of the car,” says 
witness Lynne Lulfs “It was 
just arms, legs and hair.” 

Passing motorist Ted Webb 
says he ran to the crumpled 
limo and found two stunned 


survivors clad in black party 
dresses, looking like “they 
were in a state of shock.” 

Other witnesses reported at 
least one of the victims called 
for her mother, and described 


seeing “bloodied evening 
clothes.” 

Victim Amy Grabina 
had posted a photo of her- 
self on the Internet shortly 
before the crash. In it, she 
wore a black maxi dress 
and was sipping a drink 
through a straw while visit- 
ing the Long Island Spirits 
distillery. 

“Her whole future was 
ahead of her,” says former 
neighbor Jim Tampellini, of 
Commack, N. Y. “She was very 
smart, always happy, very 
close with her mother and 
father.” 


Tragic’ 


Brittney Schulman, mean- 
while, “had just gotten a little 
puppy as a graduation gift,” 
her neighbor Denise Lanzon 
says. “It’s just a tragic thing 
that happened.” 

Fumes Katherine Askinazi, 
a neighbor of injured Alicia 
Arundel, “When are people 
going to stop drinking and 
driving? When are people 
going to get it?” 

Dana Carlino, who was 
supposed to have been in the 
limo with the others, is lucky 
to be alive. Instead of taking 
the wine tour, she went to her 
job at an animal clinic. Dana 
says, “It was supposed to be 
a super fun day, but for some 
reason, I decided to work. 
I don’t know why. 

“I’m numb. They had the 
rest of their amazing lives 
ahead of them.”

XRUE CRIME 



E scaped Mexican drug lord Joa- 
quin “El Chapo” Guzman is the most 
dangerous man in the world - and 
the most vicious! 

The 5-foot-6 billionaire - whose 
ferocious minions freed him from Mexico’s 
toughest maximum security 
prison by digging a mile-long 
tunnel - is a bloodthirsty 
fiend responsible for the 
torture and murder of 
countless men, women 
and children. 

He’s even threatened 
billionaire presidential 
candidate Donald Trump 
for his stance on illegal 
aliens. But the defiant Republi- 
can presidential candidate has refused to 
cave to the murderous, 60-year-old cartel 
boss.

On his orders, thugs have chopped heads

In one chilling murder aimed at terri- 
fying competitors, Guzman hacked off 
the head of kidnapped Mexican drug 
kingpin Hugo Hernandez, peeled his 
face from his skull and had it sewn onto 
a soccer ball that was left bouncing on a 
street. 

Hernandez’s skull and limbs were found 
in a nearby box. His body was stuffed in a 
trunk discovered miles away. 

“He is a complete savage,” says crime 
analyst Tom Fuentes, a former assistant 
director of the FBI. “What Guzman’s 
Sinaloa cartel does - and how they do 
business - is based on complete terror. 

“They kill journalists, politicians, police

officers, prison officers.

Money is El Chapo’s 
biggest weapon. He can 
buy anything or anyone. 

He was able to escape 
Mexico’s highest security 
prison by way of a lavish 
$50 million covert tunnel 
project. 

Engineers on his payroll built the mile- 
long tunnel with an overhead oxygen 
supply pipe and a track on the floor. A 
32-foot shaft connected it to a grill in the 
prison showers. 

After snaking down into the bowels of 
the Earth, El Chapo hopped onto a motor- 
cycle on the track and zoomed to freedom. 

A top cartel killer nicknamed “Popeye,” 
says El Chapo “probably paid $50 million 
in bribes alone to make his getaway.” 

While Guzman has no qualms about

KILLER mom Megan Huntsman, 40, 
will likely die behind bars after being 
sentenced to serve a minimum 30 years 
for cold-bloodedly suffocating and 
strangling six of her newborn children.

Col. David Hackworth, who 
earned more than 90 medals 
including 10 Silver Stars while 
serving in World War II and 
Vietnam, said when McCain 
surrendered to the Vietnamese 
in 1967, he told his captors he 
would provide them with “mili- 
tary information” if they took 
him to a hospital! 


“He provided aid and com- 
fort to the enemy!” wrote 
Hackworth, who died in 2005. 
“He signed a confession and 
declared himself a ‘black crimi- 
nal who performed deeds of an 
air pirate.’ 

“This statement and other 
interviews he gave to the 
Communist press were used 
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as propaganda to fan the flames 
of the anti-war movement” in 
America. 

While McCain has claimed to 
have endured horrific beatings, 
torture and broken limbs during 
his five-plus years in captivity, 
Hackworth noted that “no other 
POW was witness to these 
accounts.” 

McCain was also lauded for 
refusing an offer of early re- 
lease, but Hackworth claimed 
that “three former POWs told 
me he was ordered to turn it 
down by his commander and he 
‘just followed orders.’ ” 

Another Vietnam vet and jour- 
nalist, Hugh E. Scott, founder 


of the www.unfitmccain.com 
Web site, says McCain was 
nicknamed “Songbird” by his 
captors because he sang like 
a canary, freely giving them 
information. 

Also questioning McCain’s 
“war hero” status is Pulitzer 
prize- winning journalist Sydney 
Schanberg. 

In a 2008 article, Schanberg 
claimed McCain “worked very 
hard to hide from the public 
stunning information about 
American prisoners in Vietnam 
who, unlike him, didn’t return 
home.” 

Schanberg even accuses 
McCain, whose father and 


grandfather were four-star 
admirals, of getting outrageous 
perks from his North Vietnamese 
jailers. 

“There have been stories that 
he was provided with a woman 
companion, and all kinds of 
things like that,” Schanberg 
says. 

Meanwhile, the Internet has 
lit up with posts supporting 
Trump for unmasking McCain. 
And defiant Donald is topping 
polls after his straight-from- 
the shoulder comments about 
McCain and illegal immigration. 

Says a poster, “Trump doesn’t 
need to apologize for anything - 
he Told The Truth!”

Elvis Presley massive 
doses of dangerous 
drugs has broken his 
silence! 

In a bombshell world 
exclusive interview with 
GLOBE, doctor to the 
stars, George “Dr. Nick”

Bloated by drug use and 
overeating, Elvis died at 
age 42, despite Dr. Nick’s 
desperate efforts to resusci- 
tate him.

Now wheelchair-bound, the 
87-year-old former physician 

- his license was revoked in 
1995 - still lives in Memphis,

“I miss Elvis, and I think 
about him almost daily,” he 
says. 

Despite reportedly writing 
1,000 prescriptions for more 
than 10,000 doses of drugs 

- including amphetamines. 




barbiturates, narcotics, tran- 
quilizers, sleeping pills and 
laxatives - to Elvis in the 
months before his death. 
Dr. Nick bristles at accusa- 
tions that he hastened the 
star’s demise. 

“It hurts me,” he says in a 
halting voice at the home he 
shares with Edna, his wife of 
64 years. “It’s not fair. I was 
the person trying to keep 
Elvis alive.” 

In 1980, Dr. Nick was 
indicted on 14 counts of 
overprescribing drugs to 
Elvis, Jerry Lee Lewis and 
12 other patients. But he 
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Michael 
Jackson (left) 
and Jerry Lee 
Lewis (above, 
far left with Carl 
Perkins, Elvis 
and Johnny 
Cash) were 
also treated by 
Dr. Nick 


^ Dr. Nick 
says a bowel 
problem led 
to Presley's 
death - not a 
prescription 
drug cocktail 
as widely 
believed 


and did little to help his money 
problems. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Nick ada- 
mantly defends his controver- 
sial treatment of Elvis. 

“A lot of people have written 


things that aren’t true,” he 
contends. “Elvis wasn’t mur- 
dered and it wasn’t the number 
of prescription drugs he was 
taking.” 

He said Elvis’ colon was 
swollen to nearly twice the 
size of a normal one. It was 
six inches in diameter, as 
compared to a normal two- 
inch width, and about nine 
feet long, compared to six. 

“He suffered from bad con- 
stipation and blockage of the 
bowel,” explains Dr. Nick. 
“Doctors didn’t diagnose 
that.” 

Huge weight gain 

He reveals Elvis suffered 
in silence, despite having 
diarrhea accidents during 
concerts and suffering from 
constipation that contributed 
to his huge weight gain. 

But he claims Presley was 
too embarrassed at the idea 
of having an opera- 
tion to fix his chronic 
problem. 

“He was very macho,” 
says Nichopoulos. “He 
thought he could handle 
almost anything.” 

I Presley wasn’t the 
I only troubled star Dr. 
Nick was called upon to 
help. He says he was with 
rocker Jerry Lee Lewis 
“for a lot longer than I 
was with Elvis.” 

He also treated Michael 
Jackson for “a bit of a cold 
and laryngitis.

Gay plaintiff accuses 


VT There was disorder 
Judge Judy's court, 
blasts a Florida man who 
appeared on her TV show 


D avid KOHALISKY was just looking for 
$500 worth of justice when he stepped 
into Judge Judy’s TV courtroom - but 
he left outraged after he says he was 
depicted as a liar and outed as gay. 

“Judge Judy destroyed me on national TV 
and ruined my life!” fumes Kohalisky. 

The Clearwater, Fla., resident, 

53, appeared on the daytime hit’s 
June 17 episode to sue his neigh- 
bor for vandalism. The neighbor, 
he says, cut down a flag pole - 
which was flying an American flag 
upside down as a sign of distress - 
and it damaged his car when it fell. 

Insult to injury 

Kohalisky says he told TV pro- 
ducers he didn’t “want to be outed 
because some of the people I work with are 
really homophobic... and they went ahead 
and did so anyway.” 

Adding insult to injury, Kohalisky claims 
producers made him seem greedy when he 
appeared in front of Judge Judy Sheindlin, 
72. Although he only sought $500 to cover 
his insurance deductible for the damaged 
car, the producers “tried to get me to look 
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money-hungry and to increase the amount I 
was suing for,” Kohalisky says. 

Show execs also made him appear to lie, 
he says. “I told them my witness was not my 
neighbor, but they wanted me to say that she 
was,” he claims in an interview with celebrity 
Web site Radaronline.com. “Even though 
it wasn’t true, during filming they 
introduced her as my neighbor.” 

Adding to the nightmare, Koha- 
lisky says the TV show refused to edit 
out “a statement from the defendant 
where he claimed that I was evicted 
from my place,” which he insists is a 
total lie. 

“I run a million-dollar facility, and 
when my boss saw the show, not only 
did he see that I was gay but he also 
asked me what being evicted was all 
about,” Kohalisky recalls. “I had to explain 
that I was not evicted. It was a lie. I owned my 
house and I sold it.” 

To top it all off, Kohalisky lost the case. 
Kohalisky says he was seeking a bit of res- 
titution when he decided to appear on the 
show, but he’s “upset because nobody would 
listen” to him and Judge Judy’s staff “opened 
a very big door” for bullying.

_ who starred on TV with sister 
Marie, faces tricky surgery to remove 
a hemorrhagic polyp on his right vocal 
cord.

Bleeding lesion

GLOBE. 

“Using a laryn- 
goscope, the 
surgeon looks 
down the throat 
at the vocal 
cords. With mi- 
cro instruments, 
and most likely 


a laser, the broken blood vessels are cau- 
terized and the lesion removed.”
